New Delhi, the 28th September, 1998 

S.0. 870 (E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Central Secretariat Service Rules, 1962, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Secretariat Service (Amendment) Rules, 1998. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Secretariat Service Rules, 1962,— 

(a) In rule 18, in sub-rule (3)— 

(i) after paragraph I relating to Selection Grade and Grade I, the following Note shall be inserted, namely 

‘ ‘Note :—If a candidate belonging to the Scheduled Caste or the Scheduled Tribe is promoted to an immediate 
higher post/grade against a reserved vacancy earlier than his Senior General/Other Backward Class candidate who 
is promoted later to the said immediate higher post/grade, the general/Other Backward Class candidate shall 
regain his seniority over such earlier promoted candidate of the Scheduled Caste and the Scheduled Tribe in the 
immediate higher post/grade. ’ ’ 

(ii) after paragraph n relating to the Section Officers Grade and Assistants’ Grado, the following Note shall be in¬ 
serted, namely:— 

“Note If a candidate belonging to the Scheduled Caste or the Scheduled Tribe is promoted to an immediate 
higher post/gradc against a reserved vacancy earlier than his Senior General/Other Backward Class candidate, 
who is promoted later to the said imm ediate higher post/grade, the General/Other Backward Class candidate shall 
regain his seniority over such earlier promoted candidate of the Scheduled Caste and the Scheduled Tribe in the 
immediate higher post/grade. ’ ’; 

(b) in the Fourth Schedule, in regulation 3, in sub-regulation (2), after the proviso, the following Note shall be in¬ 
serted; namely:— 

‘ ‘Note :—If a c an didate belonging to the Scheduled Caste or the Scheduled Tribe is promoted to an immediate 
higher post/grade against a reserved vacancy earlier than his Senior General/Other Backward Class candidate who 
is promoted later to the said imm ediate higher post/grade, the General/Other Backward Class candidate shall 
regain his seniority over such earlier promoted candidate of the Scheduled Caste and the Scheduled Tribe in the 
immediate higher post/grade. ’ ’
